Policy. 
H artford City. Ind., Feb. 19 —"Stand­ 
ing patM is the position of the H artford 
City members of L. A. 300, employed 
in the American Window Glass com­ 
pany’s machine-equipped plant. 
Man 
ager Harry fllingluff received notice 
from the Pittsburg headquarters of 
the company tnat L. A. 300 served 
notice on the company that It had 
levied an assessm ent of 27 per cent 
on it* employed members, and that It 
expected the company to collect the 
am ount from the wages of the cutters 
and flatteners, who are the only mem 
bers of the organization employed in 
the machine plants of the company. 
When notified, the cutters and flat­ 
teners informed Manager Slingluff that 
any attem pt to collect the assessm ent 
on the com pany’s part would result 
in the men going on strike at once. 
The cutters and flatteners are no long­ 
er dependent upon the organization 
and have only been waiting to even up 
an old score with President Simon 
Burns, 
who 
lost 
them 
their 
fight 
against tho American several years 
ago and destroyed their organizations 
and compelled them to work for a less 
scale of wages. 
It is presumed that the same order ! 
has been made in every machine- J 
equipped plant of the American, and if 
the same action is taken oy the men 
in all the plants as in this city, and 
the company attem pts to enforce the 
order of the labor organization, one 
of the biggest strikes known to the 
trade will ensue.
